Churches Cannot Provide for Current 
Expenses 

“A ehureh, therefore, cannot own 
anything, cannot provide for its cur 
rent expenses, cannot provide for a 
future clergy A native clergy is 
thus made impossible, a fact whieh 
ordinarily would throw the burden of 
the religious care of the people upon 
strangers from other lands. Te pre- 
vent the possibility of that happen. 
ing, however, the law provides that 
no clergyman but «a native born Me- 
Aan may officiate in any act of Wor 
ship. in application of this, foreigs 
clergy have been expelled rhe law

Phillips, “we should be deeply and 
lively interested in the Mexican ques- 
tion which concerns nbd! e's Roman 
Catholics or non-Roman Catholics. 

“There is one sole and simple rea- 
son why the Catholic Church is be 
persecuted in that country today> | 
is because it stands for, represents 
and suffers for certain ideals. which 
are contrary to the rulers of Mexico 
and this is where our interest begins. 
These ideals are the old fashioned 
ideals of freedom of religious wor- 
ship, freedom of press, freedom of 
speech and others. 3 

American Ydeals Trampled. 

“They are being trampled next door 
to us at too close a range. 
of these American ideals which our 
forefathers fought. for, that George 
Washington gave his strength and 
wisdom for, and that Abraham Lin- 
coln upheld, is in danger and jeopardy 
in Mexico. 

“Ts know and understand the Mexi- 
can question we must think or speak 
of Mexico not in terms American but 
Mexican. There is no such thing in 
Mexico,” he continued, “as a legally 
and duly elected president, no suffrage 
or legally elected congress, there is no 
constitution in Mexico. To further 
clearly understand the situation we 
must think of it’ in three terms, the 
past, present,.and the future, because 
what happened in the past is the key 
to what is now happening and this is 
the key to what will happen in the 
future.” 

The speaker then gave a resume of 
the history of the Catholic missionar- 
ies in Mexico since the advent of the 
Spaniards four hundred years ago. 
e first clash of the priest and the 
conquistadori, Mr. Phillips declared, 
came shortly after conquest because 
the clergymen impressed upon the na- 
tives that they were men, sons of God 
and endowed with a soul. These ideals 
were radical to the rulers who wanted 
cheap labor and soon the clash began, 
a clash for liberty, freedom and indi- 
vidual rights. 

Mr. Phillips’ lecture was ‘heard by a 
large audience and was the fourth of 
a series of lectures sponsored by the 
South Bend Knights of Columbus. 
Prof. Phillips formerly hved in 
Mexico and is well versed with the 
roblems in that country. He is well 
nown as the author of the “Doctor's 
Wooing,” “The New Poland,” and 
other novels.
